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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .1 26 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Claim 27-64 have been renumbered to 28-65, see the changes according to rule 
1 .126 on the attached claims sheet. 

Claim 47 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only. See 
MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim 47 has not been further treated on the 
merits. 

Claim 36 is objected to because of the following informalities: It appears that 
claim 36, line 6, "or claim 9" should read -of claim 9~. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim 36 is also objected to as being improper form. Claim 36 is depended from 
claim 9, which is direct to a tape supply , "a tape of claim 9" recited in claim 36 is only 
an element of the supply of claim 9. Hence, claim 36 is incomplete because it referred 
to only a portion of the supply of claim 9. Claim 36 is also incomplete because the tape 
of claim 9 is being recited only as an intended use. Hence, the tape of claim 9 is not 
part of the printer of claim 36. Claim referred to another claim is considered a 
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dependent claim and must include all the features from the base claim. Since claim 36 
does not include any feature of claim 9 as explained, claim 36 is an improper depended 
claim and may not be treated on the merit if not appropriately corrected. Also, it is 
unclear to the examiner whether two tapes are the same, i.e. "a print head comprising a 
plurality of printing elements for printing an image of a tape " and "wherein the control 
means is adapted to control the printing elements for producing a multicolored image on 
a tape of claim 9", see lines 2-3 and 6. For the purpose of the restriction, the examiner 
is treating claim 36 as an independent claim for the reason explained above. 
Appropriate correction is required.
